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Caretaker faces charges 


of Abuse of Elderly man 


On June 20, at approximately 
6:50 p.m. a criminal complaint 
was filed by the Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Office Deputy Sheriff 
Robby W. Woods involving 
Crystal R. Somerfield, of 
Hickman. The incident took 
place in the vicinity of Ash Log 
Road where an elderly man was 
found lying in a field behind the 
residence. 

Mrs. Somerfield has been 
charged with Knowingly Abuse/ 
Neglect of Adult by a Person 


following an investigation by 
Deputy Sheriff Woods. 

After speaking with Marcus E. 
Bonds, who resides on Ash Log 
Road, Deputy Sheriff Woods 
went to the location where 
the elderly man, identified as 
Norman Sutton, Jr., was lying on 
the ground with Mrs. Somerfield, 
his caretaker, standing with him. 

“Mr. Sutton had bruises around 
his head and face and also on 
his arms,” stated Deputy Sheriff 
Woods in his report. “Mr. Sutton 


also had scratches on his arms 
and scratches and bruising around 
his throat. There were bruises on 
the side of his head that gave 
the appearance of fingers from a 
hand and some of the scratches 
resembled fingernail marks.” 

During Deputy Sheriff Woods 
investigation he said Mrs. 
Somerfield smelled of alcohol 
and when asked if she had been 
drinking, she responded yes.

“You’re gonna put us in the 
poorhouse.” Ever hear that 
expression? Some think it is an 
expression used to describe too 
much spending, especially the 
younger generation. Elders know 
it was real. A recent conversation 
with Don Livingston, a longtime 
member of the Fulton County 
Genealogical Society and keeper 
of the cemetery records among 
other duties, brought to my 
attention there was a County 
Farm around Hickman where a 


listing of the poor were buried in a 
cemetery toward the Brownsville 
community. 

My inquiries turned up Stan 
Johnson. He had played on the 
grounds of the cemetery when a 
small boy, noticing the indented 
areas of the unmarked graves on 
a lonely hill between his Grandpa 
Roy Kirk’s place and the home of 
Jack and Betty Harrison. Another 
inquiry brought me to interview a 
sweet lady by the name of Annie 
Killebrew who spoke of renting 
one of the houses after the County 


Farm had been closed. She lived 
there when the houses that were 
very close together burned. One 
caught fire and the rest of maybe 
four total houses all burned to the 
ground. 

Mostly used to care for the 
elderly with no family that could 
take care of them and some 
mentally impaired and physically 
disabled plus the unemployed 
with children and single mothers, 
the poor houses met their fate

KY 94 & KY 125 focus of study 


In recent weeks, a Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet signal 
crew removed a flashing beacon 
at the intersection of KY 94/ 
Moscow Avenue and KY 125/ 
Troy Avenue in Hickman. 

The beacon had been struck 
by a passing truck causing major 
damage to the beacon support 
cables. The beacon had to be 
removed to avoid becoming a 
hazard to passing vehicles. The 
existing beacon was outdated and 
could not be restored to service 


without a complete rebuild. 

With the beacon out of service, 
KYTC traffic engineers will be 
studying the intersection over the 
next 60 to 90 days to determine 
if a new updated flashing beacon 
should be installed at this 
location. 

Traffic engineers will be 
conducting a traffic flow study 
to gather information on traffic 
volume, peak traffic numbers, 
turn wait times, crash history, 
and other factors similar to 


studies conducted for placement 
of traffic signals. 

The flashing beacon is at KY 
94 mile point 6.269 and KY 125 
mile point 13.218. Approximately 
1,700 vehicles pass through the 
intersection in an average day.

Riverport recipient of WTAB grants

For the second year in a row 
the Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport Authority is receiving 
matching funds from the state 
of Kentucky through the Water 
Transportation Advisory Board 
(WTAB). “We are receiving a 
total of three matching grants,” 
Greg Curlin, Port Director said 
with much excitement. “One of 
which is $200,000 to go toward 
the replacement of the port 
crane. The other two are for 


dock dredging in the amount of 
$25,075 and $5,425 for adding 
concrete access ramps to the 
Riverport grain conveyor dump 
pit which currently has gravel all 
around it.” Other WTAB grants 
were awarded to Eddyville, 
Owensboro, Henderson and and 
the Greenup County Riverports. 

Last year’s grant awarded to 
the Riverport was for a project 
which included road maintenance 
in the amount of $87,346.50 with 
Cargill Grain Inc. providing the 
matching funds. The WTAB 


grant for the crane replacement 
in the amount of $200,000 will 
be added to the Port’s matching 
contribution of $200,000. The 
Riverport has also applied for 
a Delta Regional Authority 
(DRA) grant to help in the crane 
replacement. 

Curlin has spent months 
researching and reviewing all 
types of cranes available for 
purchase from refurbished cranes 
to new cranes and from crawlers

Clerk’s office to abide by same-sex law 


On June 26, 2015, the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled 5-4 to force 
same-sex marriage on all 50 
states. 

That same day Kentucky 
Governor Steve Beshear notified 
County Clerks across the state 
that they were now required to 
issue marriage licenses to same 
sex couples, as a result of the 
Supreme Court’s decision, 

At the office of Fulton County 
Clerk Betty Abernathy, who was 
on vacation when her office was 
contacted by The Fulton Leader, 
Deputy Clerk Sharon Terrett 
confirmed the receipt of a revised 
marriage license form, which 
replaced the female and male 
references used on the previously 
used form, to be substituted with 
Party number one and Party 
number two. 

At that time, it was not yet 
clear as to whether either form 
could be requested to be used, 
the previously utilized form 
designated with male and female 
references, or the revised form 
allowing for same sex couples’ 
use. 

As of Tuesday, July 7, the 
County Clerk’s office said they 
had no requests for the issuance 


of a marriage license. 

“I took an oath to abide by the 
laws of the State of Kentucky,” 
stated County Clerk Abernathy 
on Tuesday morning. “I plan 
to abide by the law following 
instructions by Gov. Beshear and 
the Surpeme Court and will issue 
marriage licenses accordingly.” 

Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive Jim Martin hasn’t 
performed any marriages since 
taking office January 1, 2015. “I 
made the decision not to marry 
anyone before I took office,” 
he said Tuesday. “Has nothing 
to do with the court decision. I 
don’t think that case was even 
before the Supreme Court when 
I was elected. I personally feel 
marriage should be performed in 
the church.” 

Summary of the ruling: The 
U.S. Surpreme Court has ruled 
that there is a federal constitutional 
right to same-sex marriage. The 
Court’s sweeping ruling has the 
net effect of legalizing same-sex 
marriage at the federal and state 
levels across the entire country. 
The ruling effectively negates 31 
state marriage amendments plus 
other states’ laws safeguarding 
man/woman marriage, and 


imposes a Roe v. Wade 50-state 
mandate, requiring every state to 
license and recognize same-sex 
marriages. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy 
sided with the liberal wing of 
the U.S. Supreme Court in a 
5-4 decision that one-man one- 
woman marriage laws violate 
the equal protection clause 
of the 14 th Amendment. The 
majority decision, written by 
Kennedy, held that marriage is a 
“fundamental right” guaranteed 
by the “due process” clause of the 
14 th and can’t be denied to same- 
sex couples. 

Justices Ginsburg, Breyer, 
Kagan and Sotomayor joined in 
the majority decision. 

Justices Scalia, Roberts, Alito 
and Thomas each filed dissenting 
opinions. 

Following that decision the 
employees of the Decatur County 
clerk’s office in west Tennessee 
have resigned from their positions, 
reported WKRN last week. 

Clerk GwenPope and employees 
Sharon Bell and Mickey Butler all 
said their resignation was due to 
the Supreme Court’s decision to

Kentucky and its covered bridges 



Walcott or White Bridge 


“Kentuckians are a lucky 
lot,” says Kathy Witt, with 
a recent article in Kentucky 
Living magazine. “We can 
point a compass in any 
direction and find adventure to 
fill a weekend: hiking, caving, 
scenic splendor, wild animals, 
water fun, antiquing and 
covered bridges.” 

At one time 800 covered 
bridges once spanned 
Kentucky’s waterways. Today, 
according to Witt, 13 authentic 
covered bridges remain, 
with three of them strutting 
- or spanning - their stuff 
in Fleming County, the self- 
proclaimed “Covered Bridge 
capital of Kentucky.” 

The 63-foot Goddard 
White Covered Bridge, open 
to foot and vehicle traffic, is 
a historically reconstructed 
bridge that spans Sand Lick 
Creek. It is the only town 
lattice truss bridge remaining 
in Kentucky and is 90 feet long. 
Even though the construction 
date is unknown, it probably 
dates from the early nineteenth 
century (estimated by 
photographer John Hultgren). 
It was moved from its original 
site on Kentucky 32 when the 
road was made into what was 


called the “concrete highway” to 
its current site just off Kentucky 
32 in Goddard. It was restored in 
2006. 

The circa 1870 Grange City 
Covered and Ringo’s Mill 
Covered Bridge (circa 1867 to 
1869) are examples of multiple 
kingpost trusses; each 86-foot 
bridge spans Fox Creek. It is 
located in southeastern Fleming 
County. 

These two bridges are closed 
to vehicle traffic. Ringo’s Mill 
is open to pedestrian traffic, but 


Grange City is not. 

The Walcott (or white) 
Covered Bridge is alongside 
KY 1159 near Bladeston, 
Bracken County circa 1860. 

The Walcott or White Bridge 
was first constructed in 1824. 
It was rebuilt in 1881 and 
remained on the original site 
until 1999. Severely damaged 
in the floods of 1997 and 
1998, engineers determined 
a location about 400 feet

There are three major traps I tell 
all new graduates to avoid. One, 
don’t buy or lease a new car. Save 
up and pay cash for your cars for 
the rest of your life. If you saved 
the amount of an average car 
payment — about $485 a month 
— and put it into a good mutual 
fund from age 25 to 65, you could 
easily retire a millionaire. Now 
that’s something to look forward 
to! 

The second trap to avoid is 
rushing in to buy a house. The 
first few years after college will 
be some of the most volatile in 
your life in terms of career and 
relationships. Save up a big pile 
of cash and be patient. Too many 
young people today go crazy and 
buy houses they can’t afford just 
because their friends bought one, 
or everyone is telling them it’s 
what they should do. 

Last, don’t ever get caught up in 
the credit card trap. Your income 
is your greatest wealth-building 
tool, so why would you want to 
take a chance on wrecking your 
future by sending everything you 
make to some bank?

Everyone thinks they 
have a great idea for tricking the 
system. But the only system that 
really works is to pay off debt as 
quickly as you can. 

Interest-only mortgages are 
like adjustable rate mortgages 
and high fixed rate mortgages — 
they’re good things to stay away 
from completely!

Today’s senior citizens are 
known to be a highly diverse 
group with eclectic media needs 
and patterns of usage.

“Walk into a store that sells 
televisions, and the experience 
can feel overwhelming.

Having a sense of the basic 
terminology before you start the 
search can help you narrow down 


the options. 

“Before you start shopping, 
give some thought to what 
matters to you. How important 
is sound quality? How far away 
from the screen will you be when 
watching? How big is the space 
you have? Are there devices you 
already own (such as speakers, 
gaming equipment, computers, 
gadgets for playing or streaming 
movies) that you want to continue 
using?

Governor to award more than $1.2 
million to prepare youngest students 


55 Community Early 
Childhood Councils receive 
funds to support school 
readiness initiatives including 
our Four River Counties- 
Ballard, Carlisle, Fulton and 
Hickman. 

Gov. Steve Beshear today 
announced nearly $1 million in 
grants have been awarded to 55 
Community Early Childhood 
Councils (CECCs) covering 84 
Kentucky counties to promote 
school readiness for children. 
Twenty-seven additional councils 
covering 33 counties have been 
invited to apply for the remaining 
funds of more than $280,000 
bringing the total award to more 
than $1.25 million. 

“Every community has unique 
needs and strengths,” said 
Gov. Beshear. “These grants 
allow communities across the 
Commonwealth to mobilize 
around improving outcomes for 
children. Investments in early 
childhood education are so 
important to grow Kentucky’s 
next generation of leaders. It 
is imperative to the future of 
Kentucky that our children get 
the best possible start in school 
and in life.” 

Concerning today’s 

announcement, Community 
Early Childhood Councils 
work to develop community- 


level strategies for improving 
school readiness and early 
childhood outcomes. These 
councils are comprised of 
community volunteers from local 
school districts, public health 
departments, childcare providers, 
Head Start, local libraries, parents 
and interest groups. 

The grants, awarded through 
the Governor’s Office of Early 
Childhood (KYGOEC), range 
from $5,000 to $50,000 per 
county. The KYGOEC and 
the Early Childhood Advisory 
Council (ECAC) - both created 
by Gov. Beshear in 2011 - work 
closely with CECCs across 
the Commonwealth to ensure 
a strong start for Kentucky’s 
children. 

Ballard, Carlisle, Fulton and 
Hickman Counties join together 
to form the Four River Counties 
Community Early Childhood 
Council. The Four River Counties 


Community Early Childhood 
Council was fully funded at 
$28,000 for the upcoming year. 
This council is made up of 
community volunteers including 
Cooperative Extension, Family 
Resource Youth Service Centers, 
Child Care Providers, Health 
Department, Headstart, Preschool 
and many Area and Regional 
Child Care Support Services. 
The Four River Counties 
Council has been chaired by 
Melissa Goodman, Hickman 
County Extension Agent for 
FCS, for the last seven years.

I am writing this letter in 
support of a traffic beacon to be 
reinstalled at the intersection 
of Hwy 94 Moscow Ave and 
Hwy 125 Troy Ave in Hickman, 
Kentucky. 

The intersection in question 
has a serious limited sight 
distance problem while traveling 
East or West on the Great River 
Road which must be considered. 
The intersection is the location 
of Hickman Emergency Services 
Building where police, fire and 
ambulance vehicles enter the 
highway and the Hickman Public 
Library and Carnegie Museum 
are located in the immediate 
area. The location of these 
public facilities as well as a well- 
attended church with limited off 
street parking can make this area 
very congested at times. 

Local residents are very 


familiar with the intersection and 
its inherent dangers. However, 
visitors to our area along the 
Great River Road, are not given 
any advance notice that they are 
even approaching an intersection 
much less one that has the 
potential for this much activity. 
There aren’t even any fire truck 
entrance signs on Highway 94 
as there are in other communities 
as you approach this intersection. 

I have serious safety concerns 
for this intersection, and I’m 
confident that your traffic studies 
will show justification for the 
return of the beacon. I would also 
request that fire truck/ambulance 
entrance signs also be erected on 
Highway 94 East and West of the 
intersection as there are in other 
communities.

paramedics he was beat on by 
Mrs. Somerfield. “When Mr. 
Sutton returned home I went 
and interviewed him and he 
told me the same thing, that she 
beat on him and choked him,” 
added Deputy Sheriff Woods. 
“I believe Mr. Sutton wouldn’t 
tell me this at the scene because 
Mrs. Somerfield was standing 
next to him but he would roll his 
eyes every time she would say 
something.” 

Mrs. Somerfield did admit 
that she and Mr. Sutton had an 
argument earlier but that’s all. 

“Mrs. Somerfield never 
checked on Mr. Sutton and it was 
Marcus Bonds who called for 
help 40 minutes later when he got 
home,” concluded Deputy Sheriff 
Woods. “Social Services is also 
investigating this incident.” 

On June 30, Mrs. Somerfield 
appeared in Fulton District Court, 
was appointed a public defender, 
entering a plea of not guilty. Her 
next court appearance is a public 
hearing scheduled for July 14.

Kentucky 2015 Acreage 
Reporting dates in July 


In order to comply with FSA 
program eligibility requirements, 
all producers are encouraged 
to visit the Clinton US DA 
SERVICE CENTER to file an 
accurate crop certification report 
by the applicable deadline. 

The following acreage 
reporting dates are applicable for 
Hickman/Fulton Counties: 

July 15,2015: Corn, Soybeans, 
Grain Sorghum 

The following exceptions 
apply to the above acreage 
reporting dates: 

• If the crop has not been 
planted by the above acreage 
reporting date, then the acreage 
must be reported no later than 
15 calendar days after planting is 
completed. 

• If a producer acquires 
additional acreage after the above 


acreage reporting date, then the 
acreage must be reported no 
later than 30 calendars days after 
purchase or acquiring the lease. 
Appropriate documentation must 
be provided to the county office. 

• If a perennial forage crop is 
reported with the intended use of 
“cover only,” “green manure,” 
“left standing,” or “seed,” then 
the acreage must be reported by 
July 15 th. 

Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) 
policy holders should note that 
the acreage reporting date for 
NAP covered crops is the earlier 
of the dates listed above or 15 
calendar days before grazing or 
harvesting of the crop begins.

FSA County Committee nomination 
period open in Hickman County 


Hickman County USDA 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
Executive Director Diane Dunn, 
announced that the nomination 
period for local FSA county 
committees began on June 15, 
2015. Nomination forms must 
be postmarked or received in 
the Hickman County FSA Office 
by close of business on Aug. 3, 
2015. 

“County Committees areunique 
to FSA and allow producers to 
have a voice on federal farm 
program implementation at the 
local level,” said CED Dunn. 

To be eligible to serve on the 
FSA county committee, a person 
must participate or cooperate in 
an agency administered program, 
be eligible to vote in a county 
committee election and reside 
in the Local Administrative 
Area (LAA) where they are 
nominated. 

This year, nominations and 
elections will be held in LAA 2, 
which includes the center most 
section of Hickman County, from 
Carlisle County Line to Fulton 
County Line to include the city 
of Clinton and areas of Spring 
Hill and New Cypress. 

Producers may nominate 
themselves or others as 
candidates. Organizations 

representing minority and women 
farmers and ranchers may also 


nominate candidates. To become 
a nominee, eligible individuals 
must sign form FSA-669A. The 
form and more information about 
county committee elections is 
available online at: www.fsa. 
usda.gov/elections. 

Elected county committee 
members serve a three-year term 
and are responsible for making 
decisions on FSA disaster, 
conservation, commodity and 
price support programs, as 
well as other important federal 
farm program issues. County 
committees consist of three to 11 
members. 

“It is important that county 
committees are comprised of 
members who fairly represent 
the diverse demographics of 
production agriculture for their 
community,” said CED Dunn. 
“All producers, including women, 
minority and beginning farmers 
and ranchers are encouraged to 
participate in the nomination and 
election process.” 

FSA will mail election ballots 
to eligible voters beginning 
Nov. 9. Ballots are due back in 
the Hickman County Office by 
mail or in person no later than 
Dec. 7, 2015. All newly elected 
county committee members and 
alternates will take office January 
1,2016. 


Support opens door to huge change for how U.S. goods get delivered 


The Department of 
Transportation has designated 
the container-on-vessel program 
as an official project, paving the 
way for significant change in how 
River commerce is conducted. 
To mark the occasion, St. Louis 
Mayor Slay recently received the 
certificate of designation from 
the Maritime Administrator Paul 
Jaenichen in St. Louis. Slay is part 
of the Mississippi River Cities 
& Towns Initiative (MRCTI), a 
mayor-led effort comprised of 
68 River Mayors committed to 
creating a coordinated voice for 
the Mississippi River, which led 
the push for the program. 

“Our cities suffer from 
considerable surface 

transportation congestion which is 
taking its toll on the infrastructure. 
That’s why we must start using our 
inland waterway system better. 
DOT’s support is a significant 
step forward for starting a 
container-on-vessel program 
on the Mississippi River,” said 
Mayor Francis Slay, a founding 
MRCTI member. 

Co-Chair AC Wharton, Mayor 
of Memphis commented: “A 
container-on-vessel program 
will help us move goods along 
the River and throughout the 
nation in a much more efficient 
way. The progress in getting the 
program moving shows the power 
of strong partnerships.” 

“This is an important step. By 


creating a shift in how business 
is done, the ramifications will 
be profound for the health and 
vitality of the River and the 
whole U.S. economy,” explained 
MRCTI Co-Chair Roy Buol, 
Mayor of Dubuque, IA. 

Designation as an official 
DOT project means that the U.S. 
Maritime Administration can 
help coordinate the container- 
on-vessel shipping under the 
Administration’s MARAD 
Marine Highway Program. 
This designation will allow the 
existing public private partnership 
to become eligible for Federal 
grant funds as well as technical 
assistance. Most importantly, 
however, the organized process 
and coordination that comes with 
MARAD project designation can 
add the most value by keeping 
the effort focused, on track, and 
organized. 

Container-on-vessel shipping 
is a common way to distribute 
goods in other parts of the world, 
including Europe and China. 
This form of shipping involves 
specially made cargo ships capable 
of carrying hundreds of truck size 
containers. Containerization will 
create significant efficiencies 
in the transportation of goods 
and services and relieve freight 


bottlenecks on the River which 
cost the American economy $200 
billion annually. Currently the 
River is mostly used to transport 
raw goods and materials by 
barge. 

The Mississippi River corridor 
is overly dependent on truck 
and rail for freight. In fact, one 
fully loaded semi wears on 
roads as much as 6,400 cars. 
According to the DOT, the U.S. 
freight transportation system 
moved more than 17.6 billion 
tons of goods valued at $16.8 
trillion in 2011. The Maritime 
Administration predicts the U.S. 
will need to move an additional 
14 billion tons of cargo by 2050 
to accommodate population 
growth, almost double current 
levels. The only solution to meet 
that growth is by utilizing the 
inland waterway system through 
a container-on-vessel effort. 

Mayor Larry Brown of 
Natchez, MS explained: “Our 
inland waterway infrastructure is 
critical to our nation’s economy 
and yet it is not being used to its 
fullest potential. The mayors see 
the potential for our cities and 
that is why we have acted.” 

The container-on-vessel effort 
was initially unveiled by MRCTI 
in fall 2013 at the Mississippi 


River Economy Summit held 
in Memphis. The effort builds 
from the container shipping line 
previously run from Memphis 
to New Orleans and about to 
be revived by the IL Soybean 
Association. Wal-Mart Stores, 
Inc., Chism Hardy Investments, 
Ingram Barge Company, Inland 
Rivers, Ports and Terminals 
were early supporters of this 
effort, which is expected to 
relieve freight congestion, create 
economic opportunity for River 
ports and other intermodal 
industries, and attract investment 
in River infrastructure. 

MRCTI is an effort to bring 
national attention back to the 
Mississippi River America’s most 
critical natural asset-and cultivate 
a new level of regional cooperation 
to make it more sustainable. As 
the ecological linchpin to the 37- 
state Mississippi River Basin, the 
River is responsible for creating 
$200 billion worth of U.S. GDP; 
providing drinking water for more 
than 20 million; transporting 40 
percent of the nation’s agricultural 
output; delivering nearly 400 tons 
of coal and petroleum products; 
and directly supporting one 
million jobs and millions more 
indirectly.

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to pedestal cranes. “I was hoping 
to keep the cost of a new crane 
under $1 million, but several 
things are driving the cost up 
and causing me to reevaluate and 
change my mind,” he said. “A 
couple of weeks ago I visited an 
industry in Calvert City to look 
at a PLM crane. PLM cranes are 
manufactured in the Netherlands 
and designed for ports and ships. 
Most of the replacement parts are 
made or available in the U.S.” 


The DRA grants will not be 
awarded until after July 31. “I 
realize we need to make a decision 
on which crane to purchase,” he 
said. “We would like to wait until 
after the decisions on the DRA 
grants have been made to make a 
determination on which crane to 
get as a replacement.” The PLM 
crane would be a great fit for the 
port, but the crane would have to 
be purchased new and would be 
well above the current plans for a 
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new port crane. “We will are still 
trying to find the right crane to fit 
our current bridge configuration 
at a price that fits our budget.” 

“I will also continue to work 
with the PADD office and 
economic development for 
additional grants and possible low 
interest loans,” added Curlin. 

Curlin recently attended the 
Inland Marine Expo in St. Louis 
where they talked about recent 
port expansions and how those 
expansions were completed, 
the use of open cell technology 
docks, and the use of harbor 
cranes in smaller ports. “It was 
all very interesting,” he said. “I 
would like to have seen more 
about grain operations.” 

Port board chairman Lynn 
Major, vice chairman Mike 
Taylor, secretary Lucas Goodman, 
and members John Wayne Davie, 
Monroe Bellew, and Will Rice 
reviewed and approved the 15-16 
proposed budget.

Almost forgotten, it describes 
a system developed to take 
care of the less fortunate. Alms 
House, Debtors Prison, Work 
Farm, County Poor Farm, Poor 
House, all similar but not really. 
Alms or almsgiving involves 
giving to others as an act of 
virtue, either materially or in the 
sense of providing capabilities 
(e.g. education) for free. It exists 
in a number of religions and 
regions of the world. The word, 
in the modern English language, 
comes from the Old English 
word for charity or a Latin word 
for pity or other old words from 
different countries too hard to 
spell or pronounce, so let’s call 
it charity. 

Charity started as an act of 
religion and the wealthy. Different 
religions of Europe started to 
help the paupers, beggars and the 
less fortunate. The ‘Church’ and 
the wealthy would go into the 
streets and give money, clothing, 
food and in some cases, housing 
(Alms Houses) were established, 
especially for the women, 
children, elderly and disabled in 
need. In some ways this form of 
assistance was a godsend to the 
needy. In some ways it created 
a system of charitable offerings 
that created more paupers and 
beggars. As populations grew, it 
became a duty of the ‘Church’ 
especially in England to help. 
Monasteries and parishes were 
forced by legislative acts to help 
the less fortunate. Parishioners 
were to be asked politely and 
encouraged to give money for 
alms (charity). This didn’t work 
so well and another problem 
arose. It didn’t take long before 
‘Vagabonds’ were created. People 
would pack up and move to 
richer parishes and monasteries 
to receive more assistance. A 
series of legislations in England 
through the 15th century led to 
different definitions of those 
in need and other unfortunate 
occurrences. 

Proverbs 22:9 - “Whoever has 
a bountiful eye will be blessed, 
for he shares his bread with the 
poor.” 

Proverbs 28:7 - “Whoever 
gives to the poor will not want, 
but he who hides his eyes will get 
many a curse.” 

Proverbs 14:31- “Whoever 
oppresses a poor man insults his 
Maker, but he who is generous to 
the needy, honors him.” 

These Bible verses are only a 
few in reference to the poor but 
they give good example as to 
why the poor and needy were 
first cared for by the churches 
of Europe and the wealthiest of 
parishioners. 

It’s sort of like feeding the 
migratory birds, the wild animals 
that come to your back door 
or pigeons in the square. Why 
should they fly south or hunt 
in the woods if there are easier 
provisions? The population of 
the poor and needy multiplied 
over a short period of years 
overwhelming the churches. 
The government took over and 
created places to put them and 
punishments as well. Famine in 
Ireland, Germans searching for a 
better life, all left their homeland 
after years of hunger and war. All 
of these variables overwhelmed 
the island nation called Britain. 
The British in effort to stop the 
bleeding came up with an idea 
to rid themselves of the over 
population. The new colonies 
of America were desperate for 
a labor force and had room to 
grow. Indentured servitude was 
created. Debtor’s prisons were 
cleared. Convicts. Migrants from 
Ireland and Germany were being 
boarded on ships that may as well 
have had a sign...‘WELCOME 
TO AMERICA’. 

Jack and Betty Harrison 
purchased the County Farm 
land in April 1974, still residing 
today on the farm that his father 
purchased back in 1952 from the 
county. That land also contained 
a County Farm Cemetery, 
containing approximately 67 
burial plots. 

“The evidence of a cemetery 
on the land is very easy to see,” 
said Jack. “I keep it mowed and 
at first thought people might not 
like me driving over the graves 
but I think it is best to keep it 
mowed or eventually it will be 
taken over by trees and weeds.” 

On Thursday, June 25 Jack and 
Betty where kind enough to take 
Jeff and I out to see the acre plot 
of land where the county farm 


cemetery still remains. As you 
step, you feel and see dips where 
the ground has sunken in over 
time, more evidence that graves 
are located there in the northeast 
corner of this tract. 

Editor’s Note: An email to 
the PVA office revealed that the 
tract of land where the county 
farm was located cost the county 
$293.50 in 1887. 

Recorded as follows: For and 
in consideration of $293.50 paid 
to me by the Fulton County 
Court, I do hereby bargain, sell 
and convey to the Fulton County 
Court and its successors the 
following tract of land lying in 
Fulton County, Ky. and on the 
Dyersburg Road about a mile 
from Hickman - containing 27 
acres more or less, and being the 
same land deeded to me by J.F. 
Bushart on 23 rd Sept. 1886 and 
recorded in D.B. 14, page 310 
of Fulton County Court Clerk’s 
office, the said county court 
and to successors to have and 
to hold said tract of land and all 
its appurtenances free from me. 
In witness whereof I, Eliphalet 
Case together with my wife Sally 
Case who relinquishes all right 

of_, homestead exceptions on 

other claims to said tract of land 
have signed our names this 10 th 
day of January 1887. 

The next deed is dated April 
5, 1952 when D.D. Harrison and 
wife, Nona Frances Harrison, 
purchased the property for 
$1,300, cash in hand, with the 
property description as follows: 

Located on the Dyersburg 
Road about a mile from Hickman 
containing 27 acres, more or less, 
and being the same land deeded 
to Eliphalet Case by J.F. Bushart, 
on the 23 rd of September, 1886, 
of record in Deed Book 14 at 
page 310 in the Fulton County 
Clerk’s Office. 

With the following added: 
There is excepted from this 
deed, however, a one-acre plot of 
ground on the northeast corner of 
this tract adjacent to Dyersburg 
Road for cemetery use. 

The County Farm Cemtery, 
N 36 Deg. 33.196- W 089 Deg. 
12.085, off of Hwy #309, now 
known as Brownsville Road, 
with the following records of 
burials:

Mrs. Lou Matthews, for some 
time an inmate of the County 
Farm, died there week before last 
after a long illness of cancer, but 
Mrs. Matthews was not given the 
usual pauper burial, Mrs. C. B. 
Travis, outstanding social worker 
of Hickman, and Mrs. J. A. Fisher, 
community visiting nurse, both 
of whom had visited her often, 
feel that although paupers, they 
are due a respectable funeral, and 
saw to it that Mrs. Matthews had 
such. While the county furnished 
their usual priced casket these 
good women bought material 
and had a burial dress made for 
her, inexpensive but suitable, and 
cut flowers from their own yards 
and obtained them elsewhere 
decorating the inside of the 
shabby coffin, put flowers on her 
coffin and took out a minister to 
conduct the funeral service. The 
attentions deserve mention. 

Mrs. Matthews was thought to 
be about 55. She is survived by 
her husband, Ivan Matthews, an 
inmate of the insane asylum at 
Hopkinsville. 

Funeral was in charge of St. 
Louis Furnishing Co.

east of the original site would be 
better for the bridge’s chances 
of survival. The bridge was 
reconstructed in 2002. The bridge 
once carried KY 1159 across 
Locust Creek in Bracken County 
at Woolcott or Walcott, north 
of Brooksville. It is a 74-foot 
combination king and queenpost 
truss design and is no longer in 
use. 

The bridge was privately 
owned until 1953, when it was 
deeded to the Bracken County 
Historical Society (and then to 
the Department of Parks). 

During the Civil War, the 
bridge played a part in the Raid 
on Augusta, Basil Duke’s men 
came through it on the way to 
Brooksville on September 27, 
1862. 

The Beech Fork Bridge once 
carried the Springfield and 
Chaplin Turnpike across the 
Beech Fork River in northwestern 
Washington County. No longer 
in use, it is just off Ky 458 north 
of Mooresville and is also known 
as the Mooresville Bridge. Built 
in 1865, it is a two span Burr

truss bridge, each 102 feet long, 
making it the longest covered 
bridge in Kentucky. 

The longest wooden covered 
bridge in the world was once in 
Kentucky. The Butler Station 
Bridge was located in Pendleton 
County, 7.5 miles north of 
Falmouth in Butler over the 
Licking River. It was 456 feet in 
length and the bridge consisted of 
three spans which were 152-feet 
each. Built in 1871 for $18,450, 
the bridge was severely damaged 
by winds and flood waters in 
1937 and torn down. 

Bridges To The Past Two Day 
Tour: Kentucky’s 13 remaining 
covered bridges can be visited in 
a pleasant two-day tour and the 
suggested tour begins on day one 
in either Georgetown, Ky. (along 
Interstate 75 north of Lexington) 
or Cincinnati, Ohio, continuing 
on day two at Interstate 64 exit 
#172 near Grayson. The other 
covered bridges in Kentucky 
include the Bennett’s Mill, Cabin 
Creek, Colville, Dover, Hillsboro, 
Johnson Creek, Oldtown, Switzer 
and Valley Pike.

allow same-sex marriage. 

The decision reportedly clashes 
with the employees’ religious 
beliefs. Their last day will be July 
14. 

Currently, the Decatur County’s 
clerk office will not issue a same- 
sex license. 

Just Wednesday, the Associated 
Press reported all 95 counties 
in Tennessee are following last 
week’s U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that overturned bans on 
same-sex marriage. Clerks are 
legally allowed to refuse to 
perform the marriages, but must 
issue the licenses. 

Before this ruling the state of 
Kentucky, along with Tennessee 
and Michigan and Ohio defined 
marriage as a union between 
one man and one woman. The 
petitioners, 14 same-sex couples 
and two men whose same-sex 


partners are deceased, filed suits 
in Federal District Courts in 
their home States, claiming that 
respondent state officials violate 
the Fourteenth Amendment by 
denying them the right to marry 
or to have marriages lawfully 
performed in another State given 
full recognition. Each District 
Court ruled in petitioners favor, 
but the Sixth Circuit consolidated 
the cases and reversed. This 
petition was argued on April 28, 
2015 and decided June 26, 2015 
(No. 14-556 can be see online in 
its entirety.). 

These four states had not 
allowed same-sex couples to 
marry within their borders and 
they also had refused to recognize 
valid marriages from elsewhere. 
They previously had their bans 
upheld by a federal appeals 
court.
